Thar there were Four Perſons who voted for the ſaid 
Edward Thompſon, and were not entred in the Poll, which 

being added tothe ſaid Edward Thompſon's Poll, make it 845. 
' Thar there polled for the {aid Edward Thompſon Eight Per- 
ſons who. were made free ſince the Teſtee of the Writ, 
Eight who were not Freemen, and Four who polled twice, 
which make in all Twenty ; which being deduQed from the 
ſaid 845, there remains for the ſaid Edward Thompſon good 
Voices 825. 

Thar there was One Perſon who voted for the ſaid Henry 
Thompſon, and was not entred in the Poll, which added to 
the ſaid Henry Thompſon's Poll, make it 842. 

That there polled for the ſaid Henry Thompſon Nineteen 
Perſons who were not free; one whole name was entred in 
the Poll, but was dead before the EleCtion ; and four who 

olled twice, which makein all Twenty four; which being 


deducted from the ſaid Henry Thompſon's 842, there remains 
for him 818. |
